Peterson was arrested Sept. 23 
when Miss Nell Williams pointed 
him out on the street as the Negro 
who held up her automobile Aug. 
4, shot her and fatally wounded 
her sister, Augusta, and a friend, 
Miss Jennie Wood, after holding 
them captive several hours on a 
lonely mountain road. 

Miss Williams had just repeated 
her identification and officers be- 
'gan to question the Negro further, 
when Dent Williams, 25, whipped 
out a pistol and fired five times. 
Two of the shots took effect in the 
Negro’s chest and one in his left 
arm. 

Williams was arrested on a 
charge of assault with intent to 
murder. Later he was released on 
$1000 bond. 

Persons present in the jail at the 
time, besides Miss Williams and 
her brother, were their mother and 
father, Chief of Police Fred H. Mc- 
Duff, Sheriff J. F. Hawkins, Long 
and other officers. Before the 
questioning began officers searched 
all persons entering the jail and 
Sheriff Hawkins said one pistol was 
taken from Dent Williams at that 
time. 

Roderick Williams, attorney for 
Williams, said Williams hid the 
second pistol in his waistband and 
that the weapon had been over- 
looked.

POPE URGES WORLD 
CRUSADE FOR RELICE 


“Frenzied Race of Arma- 
ments” Is Primary Cause 
of Distress, 


| By the Associated Press, 


VATICAN CITY, Oct. 3.—FPope 
Pius XI. in an apostolic letter to 
the priests of the world, cites the 
“frenzied race of armaments” as 
the primary cause of the worlds 
distress and advocates a “crusade 
of charity and succor” for the 
world’s unemployed. The financial 
crisis, he writes, is the “new plague 
which menaces humanity.” 

“Priests of the church every- 
where must give all they can to 
relieves those in need,” the pontiff! 
writes, “and if they need more they 
must get it from their superiors.” 

The stricken people of the world, 
he says, ask only for the privilege 
of earning their bread, but many of 
them are unable to do so “in these 
days of hatred and of implacable 
war.” He attributes the world's 
misery to “rivalry of the peoples” 
and to “enormous expenditures 
from the public wealth.” 

The race for superiority in arnia- 
ments he characterizes as one of 
the most important factors in thia 
“extraordinary crisis.” 

There are three contributing 
agencies to relief, he asserts-- 
“prayer, preaching and the press. 
all of whith may spread the gospel 
of a crusade to aid the innocent.” 

“And now,” the letter says, “win- 
ter comes with its sufferings and 
privations to the poor and the ten- 
der infants. Every day the plague 
of unemployment, already grave, 
will become worse and worse.” 

The pontiff views the situation 
with “trepidation” and appeals to 
“all those with faith and Christian 
love” to join the crusade he pro- 
poses. Aid given at this time, he 
writes, will help the soul as well as 
the body, and will “extinguish the 
flames of destruction and evil 
thought which often drive the poor 
to sin and hate.” 

The Osservators Romano, pub- 
lished’ in the Vatican City, pritt: 
the letter under the title “Encycli- 
cal Nova Impendent” (“New things 
are upon us.’’)

The 
friends, whose stories formed the 
basis of the ‘ circumstantial case 
against Hubert, all have denicd 
the charges, 

Sheer strain forced Harvey to 
confess. The police had not ques- 
tiond him, so strong was their cir- 
cumstantial evidence. and were 
doubtful whether they would do 


so when he volunteered informa- 
tion about the killing. 
Identified Three Times. 

For two hours Harvey had sat, 
under guard, in an anteroom where 
he could see the closed door to 
Chief of Detective Kaiser’s private 
office. He had watched three of 
his friends go in and out, accom- 
panied by detectives, friends who, 
he knew, were aware he had killed 
the policeman, Three times he 
had been taken into the chief's 
office, had heard the Chief ask the 
witnesses, “Is this the man you 
mean?’’ and had heard the wit- 
nesses feply, “Yes, sir, that’s the 
man.” 

Then, each time, he had been 
taken away with no explanation of 
what his friends had been telling 
or why they were identifying him. 
After two hours, he said to his 
guards, ‘‘Say, I’m not going to be 
the fall guy in all this. Let me telle 
my story. I'll tell the truth—all 
of it. Those birds are trying to 
put it all on me.” 

The killing of Patrolman Kreid- 
ler, Harvey said at the start of his 
story, ‘‘was more of an accident 
than an intention.” This statement, 
however, is contradicted by Austin 
J. Shelton, conductor of the motor- 


a 
bus, who was only a few feet away 


when the killing occurred. Shelton 
said Harvey, after shooting Kreid- 
ler through the legs, pushed the 
officer’s face away and deliberately 
shot him through the head. 


Weeps as He Tells Story. 

Weeping from time'to time and 
shaking his head in sorrow, Harvey 
said, “Just put it cown as having 
no sense. T was working. Some- 
times getting [$3 a day and some- 
times $5. 1 was getting by. Then 
I met Colby. (Thomas E. Colby, 4 
motorbus conductor, 8700 North 
drive, St. Louis County. Colby, 
whose story helped develop’ the 
case against Harvey, has admitted 
participation in other holdups but 
has denied he had anything to do 
with the one in which Patrolman 
Kreidler was killed.) 

“We went around to a lot 
those beer joints together and 
Colby began suggesting a lot of 
holdups to me. I told him no; I 
hadn't got that low yet. I! said 
I was working and I wouldn't pe 
interested in any stickups. But we 
got drunk and he suggested it 
again and I said all right. 

“First of all, we tried to hold up 
a bus collector at Kingshighway 
Northwest and Thekla avenue, but 
he was. too fast for us. He got ‘n 
his car and drove away. Then 
about two weeks ago I held up a 
bus on Delmar boulevard east of 
Taylor avenue. Colby drove me 
there and took me.back in his car: 
It wad a good scheme, because the 
police, seeing a uniformed bus cin- 
ploye in the car, wouldn't suspet 
one of us had just robbed a bus. I 
split the $15 with Colby.

Former Chairman of I.C.C. 
Calls for ‘Calm Reflec- 
tion’ on Duties and Obli- 
gations of the States. 


JURIST ADVOCATES 
Y. S. INWORLD COURT 


Plea by John H. Clarke, 
Former Justice at Wash- 
ington—Attendance of 


350 at Annual Dinner. 


An earnest piea for American 
entrance into the World Court and 
a warning against the centralizaticn 
of power in the Federal Govern- 
ment, under the guise of regulating 
commerce, were heard by the Mfs- 
souri Bar Association at its annual 
dinner at Hotel Statler last nigat. 

John H. Clarke of Cleveland, a 
Democrat, formerly an Associute 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States and now devoting 
himself to the cause of internation- 
al peace as honorary president of 
the League of Nations Nonpartisan 
Association, pleaded ‘for adherenc2 
to the World Court. 

John J. Esch of Washington, a Re 
publican, formér chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
and former Wisconsin Congres: 
man, told of the growth of Federal 
regulation of commerce § and 
warned against its continuance. He 
was one of the authors of the Esch- 
Cummins transportation act of 1920 
under which the railroads are cop 
erdting, and which jis one of the out 
standing laws enacted by virtue of 
the seven-word clause of the Con 
stitution authorizing Congress ‘‘to 
regulate commerce * * * among 
the several states.” 

350 Persons at Dinner. 

Many leaders of the Missouri har 
were among the audience of about 
350 men and women, which paid 
close attention to the two long 
speeches. 

After tracing the development of 
Federal regulation of commerce, 
Esch said: 

“Many of the laws enacted under 
the aegis of the comgmerce clause, 
and others in immediate contempla 
tion, have placed and will in ever 
increasing degree place government 
in business, necessitating ever grow 
ing charges on the public treasury. 
During the recent years of prosper- 
ity we have regarded this trend 

, with indifference and ven with 
complacency. With two years of 
depression upon us we are heing 
made to realize that tax burdens 
already heavy should not be in- 
creased by the assumption of tasks 
which should be left to individual 
initiative. We might well see to 
return in a measure to that old 
maxim that that government gov 
erns best which governs least, but 
this can only be brought about 
through organized action. The ac- 
quiescence of the states to Federal 
legislative encroachment is ons of 
the disturbing signs of the times. 

“What one of the fathers not ex- 
cluding Franklin, the seer of his 
day, could by the exercise of the 
most vivid imagination have fore- 
seen the enactment under the com- 
merce clause of laws as diverse as 
the transportation of toxins, viruses, 
and serums and the physical valua- 
tion of railroads; the regulation of 
meats and drugs and the consolida- 
tion of railroads; the transmission 
of intelligence by wire or wireless 
and the certification of security is- 
sues; the punishment of pecadil- 
los under the mann act and the 
protection of employes and the 
traveling public by use of safety 
devices? 

“It is pertinent to inquire why 
Congress in mounting volume. en- 
acts penal statutes making what 
was ang still could be reached un- 
der state laws Federal offenses. 
Why this permitted encroachment 
upon the police powers of the 
states? Why this trend toward 
centralization in the Federal Gov- 
ernment? Is it because of a grow- 
ing inclination on the part of the 
states to shift the cost of punish- 
ing crime from the state to the 
Federal Treasury, the Government 
aiding the states in the enforce- 
ment of their own laws? 

“Calm Reflection Needed.” 

“Is it because of a belief on the 
part of the people that the Fed- 
eral Government through its long, 
strong Arm can more. effectively 
reach out to the uttermost parts of 
the country and bring offenders to 
justice? Is it because people be- 
lieve that a jury in a Federal Court 
would not be s0 influenced by local 
conditions as would be the case 
where the offender is trieqd by a 
jury of the vicinage? Whatever 
may be the reason, the situation 
demands calm reflection and a re- 
assessment on the part of the 
states, if they would preserve self- 
government, of their duties and 
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obligations under our dual system. 

“That a note of warning against 
the unlawful expansioh of the com- 
merce clause has already been giv- 
en is indicated by the Supreme 
Court of the United States in its 
recent decisions declaring two child 
labor acts unconstitutional.” 

Esch praised the flexibility of 
the commerce clause, in view of the 
great change in conditions since it 
was written. For many years, at 
first, he related, Congress used the 
clause for regulating and aiding 
commerce by water but with the 
coming of the Albany & Schenecta- 
dy Railroad in 1831 a new era 
began. 

The speaker told of the railroad 
abuses which led to creation of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
in 1887, and of the development of 
public utility regulation by the 
commission, leading up to the 
broad powers granted by the Trans- 
portation act of 1920. He men- 
tioned the current effort of the 
railroads to get a 15 per cent in- 
crease of freight rates and said 
that if they could not get suffi- 
cient revenues their construction 
and maintenance programs could 
not be continued. He cited the 
creation of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and the Federal Water 
Power Commission, the regulation 
of aviation and of radio, the pro- 
posed regulation of motor busses 
and trucks, and the numerous 
other commerce activities of the 
Government as some of the things 
made possible under the commerce 
clause. 

Thompson for World Court. 


Before Clarke was introduced. a 
telegram was read from Guy A 
Thompson of St. Louis, new presi 
dent of the American Bar Associa 
tion, urging the Missouri Bar Asso- 
ciation to advocate entrance of th 
United States into the World Court. 
Clarke explained the Senate had 
approved American adherence to 
the Court by a vote of 76 to 17, in 
1926, but made four reservations, to 
which President Coolidge added a 
fifth, and that the member nations 
have agreed to a treaty embodying 
the reservations, which was sent to 
the Senate last December by Presi- 
dent Hoover, but held up by the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

The United States was described 
by Clarke as the most powerful na- 
tion that ever existed and one 
whose friendship was desired by 
other nations above that of any 
other country. He said he knew of 
no lawyer outside the Senate who 
did not favor American adherence 
to the Court, and pictured the 
Court as a place for settling inter- 
national differences in the same 
way individuals settle private dif- 
ferences. 

“A due regard for the national 
honor of our country requires that 
we shall promptly participate in 
the Court,’ Clarke declared. “A 
like due regard for our national 
welfare requires we shall partici- 
pate. A third point to consider is 
whether the 54 other nations in 
the Court have accepted the con- 
ditions which the Senate has de- 
clared necessary for our participa- 
tion.” 

Presidents Roosevelt, Taft and 
Wilson for years urged other na- 
tions to join this one in such a 
tribunal, Clarke related, in offer- 
ing proof that the national honor 
and welfare demand adherence. 
Presidents Harding, Coolidge and 
Hoover have favored entry into 
the World Court, he went on, add- 
ing: “No nation is powerful 
enough to defy the opinion of the 
civilized nations of the world; no 
nation is strong enough to scoff at 
national honor.” He warned that 
war might result .from_  interna- 
tional disagreement if this coun- 
try stayed out of the Court. 

Situation in the Senate. 

It is generally conceded, even in 
tho Senate, Clarke said, that the 
other members have accepted all 
the reservations except the second 
section of the fifth one, which 
would require that the Court re- 
frain from rendering an advisory 
opinion on any question in which 
the United States is interested, un- 
less this country asks for it. He 
pointed out that an advisory opin- 
ion was, as implied, only a matter 
of advice in response to a question, 
and, unlik&a judgment, need not 
be accepted. Massachusetts, he re- 
marked, has had a scheme of ad- 
visory opinions for 150 years, Can- 
ada for many years and Great Brit- 
ain for centuries. The United 
States could withdraw from the 
Court at any time without a ges- 
ture of unfriendliness, he declared. 

Among those favoring American 
adherence, Clarke listed: Both na- 
tional political parties, the last six 
Presidents, the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, the Senate (in 1926), the 
House of Representatives, which in 
1923 asked the Senate to approve; 
“all the learned societies of the 
country, all the churches, all the 
chambers of commerce and all the

Though Repudiated, Prime 
Minister Is Willing to 
Stand for Election From 
Seaham Harbor.

LONDON, Oct. 3.—Again repu- 
diated by his Seaham Harbor con- 
stituents, Prime Minister MacDon- 
ald said today that he would never- 
theless stand for re-election to 
Parliament from Seaham Harbor 
if Labor leaders of official or un- 
official organizations invited him te 
do so. 

This decision was viewed as a 
challenge to the Seaham Harbor 
Labor executive which reiterated 


‘jts decision to support another can- 


didate last night after MacDonald 
had explained his reasons for head- 
ing the National government and 
asked for ifs indorsement. 

Under any circumstances he 
would have a tougn battie in Sea- 
ham Harbor. The Conservative and 
Liberal candidates polled only 12,- 
000 votes there in the last general 
election as compared with his 365,- 
615. 

MacDonald visited King George 
this morning to keep him informed 
on the latest political developments 
tending toward a general election 
the latter part of the month. The 
cabinet will meet Monday to pre- 
pare a manifesto which is expected 
to appeal for “a free hand” for 
the Prime Minister and his min- 
istry in bridging the nation over 
its present difficulties. 

To Draft Tariff Platform. 

MacDonald will draft a _ tariff 
platform on which he could appeal 
to the electorate in a general elec- 
tion the latter part of the month. 

Observers were of the opinion 
that the plans for an election are 
temporarily checked by the lack of 
a formula on the tariff policy on 
which the Nationalist Government 
can appeal to the people with the 
approval of all its elements. The 
difficulty is the fact that a ma- 
jority of the Conservatives insist 
on a full protectionist program, 
while the Liberals are not prepared 
to go further than sanctioning ap- 
plication of tariffs where necessary 
to meet emergencies in the Em- 
pire’s trade. 

The finance bill enacting the sup- 
plementary budget was passed by 
the House of Commons, with Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer Snowden 
venting his sarcasm on the labor 
opposition. He was booed and 
taunted but he replied with flashes 
of his old fire that silenced his 
critics. “I’m sorry to say that I 
cannot put into this finance bill 
proposals for the abolition of capi- 
talism,’’ he said. “I’ll leave that 
to somebody else, but I will tell you 
now that any catastrophic attempt 
to abolish capitalism will bring far 
greater disaster to the people than 
that under which they are suffering 
now.”’ 

MacDonald and Henderson, 

On the way to Seaham Harbor 
last night MacDonald rode in a 
train which was carrying several 
of his former Labor colleagues to 
Scarborough. While he sat talk- 
ing to some of them, Arthur Hen- 
derson, the new Labor leader and 
Foreign Secretary in the Labor 
Cabinet, passed through the car. 
The two men who worked together 
Bo long for. the Labor party ex- 
changed no word of greeting. 

At the Seaham Harbor meeting, 
MacDonald was cheered mildly by 
delegates of the constituency. A 
large crowd met him as he arrived 
by automobile from a nearby rail- 
road point and was driven to 
Horden. With the exception of a 
few, men on the fringe, who booed, 
there was a chorus of cheers and 
handkerchiefs were waved. A 
crowd stood about the , meeting 
hall, which was closed, and occa- 
sionally cheered as s0me loudly 
spoken phrase of the Prime Min- 
ister’s could be heard outside. 

Once he was heard to say: “I 
have been a Socialist all my life 
and I shall always remain one.”’ 

On the sidewalks outside 
hall someone had _  i=scribbled in 
chalk, “Traitor MacDonald.” On 
the walls of the hall were placards 
of the last general election cam- 
paign reading: “Vote for Ramsay 
MacDonald and Secure a Square 
Deal for All.” 

After some cheering as MacDon- 
ald left the hall, the crowd be- 
came quiet and someone asked him 
how he had fared. “Excellently,’’ 
he replied, without a smile, as he 
started back to London.

Green Says Organized Labor 
Will Fight Wage Cuts to 
‘The Last Ditch—and Beyond’

Predicts “Social Unrest” 
tinue—Declares for More Equitable 
Distribution of Wealth.

VANCOUVER, B. C., Oct. 3. — 
William Green, President of the 


American Federation of Labor, as- 
serts that organized workmen will 
fight wage reductions “to the last 
ditch—and beyond.” 

Delegates assembled here for the 
fifty-first annual convention of the 
Federation heard h.. views on the 
problems of prohibition, unem- 
ployment, and distribution of 
wealth. The convention proper 
opens Monday. 

Green indicated in an interview 
the Federation would demand mod- 
ification of the Volstead act by 
Congress to permit 
ture and sale of 2.75 per cent beer. 
The labor head thinks legalization 
of beer would create an immediate 
demand,for labor in rehabilitating 
breweries, transportation and allied 
lines, which would aid in combat- 
ting unemployment. 

He denounced wage reductions, 
predicted “social unrest” if they 
continue, demanded a “more equita- 
ble distribution of wealth” and sug- 
gested shorter working hours to 
“take up the slack’ ’in the supply 
of labor in addresses’ before de- 
partmental preconvention sessions. 

Inequitable Distribution. 

Addressing metal workers, he 
pointed to the growth of the num- 
ber of millionaires in the United 
States as evidence of the “‘inequita- 
ble distribution of wealth created 
by industry.’’ 

“The problem,” he said, “is how 
to bring about a sound and just 
distribution of the nation’s wealth. 
Unless this is done through the pay- 
ment of wagés, then it will un- 
doubtedly come through taxation. 

“It is my hope for the country’s 
welfare as well as Our own that 
the cumulative volume of wealth 
created by industry will be ade- 
quately distributed in the form of 
wages. If this is not done, then I 
favor the United States Government 
taking excess fortunes through tax- 
ation and in this manner redistrib- 
uting wealth. 


“Inheritance taxes snould be in- 
creased. Income taxes must be in- 
creased in the higher brackets. We 
must serve notice that there is to 
be no perpetual accumulation of 
wealth in a few private hands.” 

For Five-Day Weck. 

In another address, before the 
building trades department, Green 
said organized labor would oppose 
wage reductions to the end. 

The five-day week mus? be 
adopted in both private and pub- 
lic employment, he said, because 
“it is physically impossible to sup- 
ply all the men and women of our 
nation with enough.work for a 
six-day week.’’ 

Denouncing the wage reduction 
policy adopted by some industries 
as “unsound and unjust,” Green 
predicted that “social unrest is 
bound to follow.” 

“We stand in defense of the 
American standards of living, 
which are based on wage struc- 
ture,” he said. “I am rather ap- 
prehensive of what may happen if 
this senseless, heartless policy of 
wage reduction continues. Ameri- 
can history shows this is a high 
wage nation. Prosperity will never 
come back until wages are re- 
stored. 

Green predicted unorganized 
workers would see “not one, but 
two or three more wage reduc- 
tions.” 

Cuts Freeze Buying Power. 

The wage cuts, Green said, 
“have frozen buying power of the 
40,000,000 at work in the United 
States.” 

Employers of the nation should 


the manufac-™ 


make a.pronouncement that the 
wages will be preserved if pros- 
perity is to return,” the Federation 
head asserted. He advocated that 
“all available work be equitably 
distributed among the 50,000,000 
or more men and women of the 
nation.” 

“We have called upon the head 
of the nati to summon the heads 
of industry to confer with labor to 
find a means of combatting unem- 
ployment.. We asked that more 
extensive public employment pro- 
jects be inaugurate dto take up 
the slack. 

“But it seems as if everyone is 
sitting’ still, hoping and wishing 
that something might happen to 
lift‘us out of our economic mis- 
ery. Economic laws work inexor- 
ably, but we can do what we can 
to mitigate unfavorable condi- 
tions.”’ 

Doubt that the wage reductions 
announced by the United States 
Steel Corporation would sell “an- 
other pound of steel” was ex- 
pressed by Green, because the uses 
of steel are so bound up in other 
industries. 


Speaking for All Labor. 


“The thousands upon fhousands 
of people who are suffering be- 
cause of the wage cuts are inartic- 
ulate and voiceless because they 
are unorganized,” Green said, add- 
ing that the American Federation 
of Labor had voiced a protest in 
behalf of the workers even though 
they are not organized. 


A controversial issue will be 
brought before the convention by 
the Building Trades Department, 
which voted to initiate an amend- 
ment to the Federation constitution 
which would force three dissenting 
building crafts into their depart- 
ment or out of the federation. The 
resolution was sponsored by the*St. 
Louis Building Trades Council.

It is the most foolish 
thing in the world to engage in a 
strike when there is no hope of 
winning.” 


Says 50-Cent Wage Increase Would 
Be Start Toward Prosperity.

RIOTING POT DOWN 
INGLASGOW, MANY 
PERSONS INURED 


Police Get Upper Hand Aft- 
er Six-Hour Fight With 
Jobless Demonstrating 
Against Dole Reductions. 


By the Associated Press. 

GLASGOW, Scotland, Oct. 3.— 
Rioting and looting which extended 
intermittertly over two nights and 
a day, ended early today when police 
swept the streets clean and restored 
order. 

Resuming about 8:30 o'clock last 
night, the fight between jobless 


men demonstrating against dole re- 
ductions and the forces of the law 
continued for more than six hours. 
An undetermined number of the 
rioters and several police were in- 
jured and more than 100 arrests 
were made, 

The melee began when police 
charged a body of about 100 men. 
who were holding a manifestation 
outside the jail in which John Mc- 
Govern, Labor Member of Parlia- 
ment, and his lieutenants were be- 
ing held for Thursday night’s out- 
break, wlmost simultaneo isly 
trouble started in the Gallowgate, 
{zlasgow Cross and other sections 
of the city. 

Far outnumbered, the police tricd 
on foot and horseback to disperse 
the mobs. They charged time and 
again with loaded batons and the 
rioters used hammers, hatchets aud 
makeshift weapons of every de- 
scription. Missiles were thrown 
from nearby houses. 

As fast as the demonstrators 
were driven off the main strects 
they darted into alleys gnd formed 
for renewed attacks. Throughout 
the night and early hours thy 
broke into countless shops and car- 
ried away great stocks of food and 
other merchandise. The damage 
was estimated at thousands of 
pounds and the loss in foodstuffs 
was considered incalculable. 

The police finally got the upper 
hand and mounted patrol over 
streets that were littered with loot 
and debris. Scores of wounded ma- 
rauders were dragged into police 
stations. A few went to hospitals 
and hundreds nursed batetcred 
heads and broken limbs in their 
homes. 

The outHreaks apparently were 
not organized like those of the pre- 
vious night and seemed to lack Jead- 
ership. They occurred in all parts 
of the city without warning and 
were stamped out only to. rise again 
when the police relaxed their vigi- 
lance. Their object seemingly was 
the theft and destruction of prop- 
erty as much as a protest against 
the Government's economy meas- 
ures. 

This morning 48 men arrested in 
Thursday night's fighting appeared 
in court and were remanded until 
Wednesday. McGovern protested 
that he was a victim of a “frame- 
up.” Another of the prisoners was 
Jean Gibson, a 17-year-old _ girl, 
who was released later in $25 bail.

. Preventing Indigestion 


ITH some persons indigestion 
is a habit, or, perhaps more 
correctly stated, is due to a4 


lack of habit. 


Two large factors involved in eat- 
ing are food and feeding habits. 
oods may be easily manipulated. 
It is more difficult to establish 
proper feeding habits. 
Dr. Eric Pritchard of the Ine 
fants’ hospital in London has point- 
edly observed that the most satis- 
factory means of preventing diges- 
tive troubles in later life is to in- 
sure development of a robust and 
well disciplined alimentary system 
during the first and second ycars 
of life. , 

Breast feeding, Dr. Pritchard 
points out, insures the normal de- 
velopment of the digestive tract 
during the first nine months of 
life, and grtificial feeding, if un- 
avoidable, should aim to approxi- 
mate as closely as possible the 
standards of breast milk. 

In the ordinary course of events 
the child must proceed from liquid 
food, milk, to semi-solid and solid 
foods, most of which will tay the 
digestive system more than milk 
does. 

The value of weaning children 
gradually has been demonstrated. 
Physicians now begin to introducsa 
into the dietary of the very young 
child, new articles of food, so that 
the change from milk to other 
foods and from liquid to semi-solid 
and solid foods will not be sudden 
but gradual. 

The child thus is enabled to ad- 
just itself to the new foods physio- 
logically. 

Since children differ so much 
there are few, if any standard diets 
fitting the needs of all. Every grow- 
ing child should receive individual 
medical supervision, including an 
individual diet. 

The foregoing rules of conduct, 
however, are valid for all children 
and will go a long way in establish- 
ing proper feeding habits and in 
preventing digestive troubles later 
on.
